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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the U.S. Application Ser. No. 10/664,789 filed on September 1 7, 
2003, claims 1-22 are pending in the application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. This office acknowledges receipt of the following items from the Applicant:

Information disclosed and listed on PTO 1449 was considered. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

Keller et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,687,789), Matsuyama (U.S. Pat. No. 6,412,059), 
Farmwald et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,314,051) and Collins (U.S. Pat. No. 5,848,428) disclose 
a random access memory device similar to that of the present application, but fail to 
teach: 

"a controller coupled to at least a portion of the sense amplifiers, the controller 
being configurable for selectively operating in at least one of a first mode and a second 
mode, wherein in the first mode the controller enables one of the sense amplifiers 
corresponding to the input address and disables the sense amplifiers not corresponding 
to the input address, and in the second mode the controller enables substantially all of 
the sense amplifiers" as claimed in the independent claims 1 and 22; or 

"at least one decoder operatively coupled to the memory cells in the data RAM 
circuit, the at least one decoder being configurable for receiving the input address and 
for accessing one or more of the memory cells in response thereto; a plurality of sense 
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amplifiers operatively coupled to the memory cells in the data RAM circuit, the sense 
amplifiers being configurable for determining a logical state of one or more of the 
memory cells; and a controller coupled to at least a portion of the sense amplifiers, the 
controller being configurable for selectively adapting a latency of the cache memory 
circuit" as claimed in the independent claim 14.
